Medical  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Subordinate  Staff  engaged  on 

MILITARY  DUTY  DURING  1915. 

Europeans. — Eleven  Medical  Officers  and  one  Dispenser  were  engaged 
throughout  the  year  on  military  duty.  Two  Medical  Officers,  in  addition  to 
the  Principal  Medical  Officer  and  the  Deputy  Principal  Medical  Officer,  were 
at  the  Base  doing  military  and  civil  duty  throughout  the  year.  One  Medical 
Officer  was  doing  military  and  civil  duty  for  8  months  and  one  for  4  months. 

Asiatics. — Of  the  seven  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  doing  military  duty,  five 
were  engaged  throughout  the  year,  of  whom  one  was  in  East  Africa,  and  one 
was  seconded  to  this  Protectorate  from  the  East  Africa  Protectorate.  Of  the 
remainder,  one  did  duty  for  10  months  and  one  for  5  months.  Two  Sub- 
Assistant  Surgeons  and  two  Compounders  were  engaged  at  the  Base  on 
military  and  civil  duty  throughout  the  year.  One  other  Compounder  was 
engaged  solely  on  military  duty  throughout  the  year.

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SECTION  II. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

{a)  GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  conditions  of  general  health  continue  satisfactory.  The  number  of 
cases  treated  shows  a  decrease  to  77,467,  with  206  deaths,  from  90,730,  with 
298  deaths,  in  1914,  and  112,624,  with  236  deaths,  in  1913. 

The  above  total  does  not  include  cases  treated  at  the  Field  Dispensaries 
of  the  Nile  and  the  Northern  Garrison,  nor  cases  treated  at  the  Military 
Hospital  at  Bombo,  these  cases  not  being  included  in  the  general  statistical 
tables. 

The  total  number  of  communicable  diseases  treated  was  15,670,  as  against 
18,290  in  1914  and  20,363  in  1913.  There  was  a  decrease  under  the  returns 
of  dysentery,  malaria,  black  water  fever,  relapsing  fever,  pneumonia  and 
venereal  diseases.  Blackwater  fever  showed  a  decrease  from  53  cases  with 
11  deaths  to  42  cases  with  11  deaths,  and  relapsing  fever  from  556  cases  with 
4  deaths  to  251  cases  with  4  deaths. 

The  native  returns  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed 
to  the  following  communicable  diseases  as  compared  with  last  year,  viz.  : 
dysentery  537  to  726,  plague  454  to  550. 

Decreases  are  shown  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  the  following  : 
sleeping  sickness  from  466  to  348,  smallpox  from  895  to  756  and  muhinyo 
from  1,809  to  1,661. 

The  diseases  calling  for  special  attention  are  plague,  smallpox  and 
venereal  diseases  among  natives,  and  blackwater  and  malaria  among  Europeans 
and  Asiatics. 

The  native  death  returns  show  the  chief  causes  of  mortality  to  be  fevers, 
venereal  diseases,  chest  complaints,  muhinyo,  paralysis,  parturition,  smallpox,, 
dysentery  and  diarrhoea. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES. 

(1)  Mosquito  or  Insect-Borne. 

The  principal  causes  of  sickness  under  this  head  were  malaria,  relapsing 
fever,  blackwater  fever  and  sleeping  sickness. 

Malaria. — There  were  4,648  cases  with  9  deaths,  as  compared  with  6,426 
cases  with  7  deaths  in  1914. 

Blackwater  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  reported  shows  a  decrease  from 
82  cases  with  21  deaths  in  1914  to  65  cases  with  18  deaths  in  1915.  The 
total  death  rate  was  27'7  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  256  per  cent,  in  1914. 

Of  the  above  total,  42  cases  with  11  deaths  are  included  in  the  returns 
from  Government  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries,  and  14  cases  (excluding  2  also 
shown  in  the  returns  from  Government  Hospitals)  were  returned  from  the 
Church  Missionary  Society’s  Hospital,  Namirembe.  One  case  occurred 
among  Soudanese  troops  at  Kitgum,  and  8  cases  with  2  deaths  occurred 
among  troops  on  active  service. 

Further  particulars  are  included  in  the  special  report  on  this  disease 
already  submitted. 
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Dengue  Fever. — No  cases  were  recorded. 

Yellow  Fever. — Is  not  known  to  occur. 

Elephantiasis. — There  were  25  cases  recorded,  11  under  Lymphatic 
System  and  14  under  Connective  Tissue,  as  compared  with  15  and  26  cases 
respectively  in  1914. 

Relapsing  Fever. — 251  cases  with  4  deaths  were  returned,  as  compared 
with  556  cases  with  4  deaths  in  1914. 

The  decrease  was  general,  but  was  most  marked  at  Hoima,  no  cases 
being  returned  from  this  station,  as  compared  with  87  in  1914. 

Trypanosomiasis. — The  total  admissions  were  6,  including  1  to  the 
Sleeping  Sickness  Camp  and  5  to  various  stations. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  deaths  attributed  to  sleeping 
sickness  in  combined  native  and  official  returns  since  1905  : —

(2)  Infectious  or  Epidemic  Diseases. 

Beri-Beri. — No  case  of  this  disease  has  as  yet  come  under  observation. 

Cerebro- Spinal  Fever. — There  were  4  cases  with  3  deaths,  as  compared 
with  9  cases  and  7  deaths  in  1914. 

Dysentery. — There  was  a  decrease  of  admissions  from  601  cases  with 
34  deaths  in  1914  to  500  cases  with  18  deaths. 

At  Kampala  50  cases  were  treated,  as  compared  with  130  in  1914. 

The  Native  death  returns  show  an  increase  on  last  year. 

Enteric  Fever. — >There  were  13  cases  recorded  with  no  deaths.  In  1914 
there  were  19  cases  with  4  deaths. 

Erysipelas . — The  number  of  cases  treated  was  the  same  as  in  1914,  viz.,  4. 

Gonorrhoea. — There  were  1,657  cases  treated  at  general  hospitals,  as 
compared  with  1,532  dealt  with  at  the  general  hospitals  and  2,337  at  the 
special  hospitals  for  venereal  diseases  in  1914.

The  special  hospitals  were  closed  during  1915. 

[n/iuenza. — 17  cases  only  of  this  disease  were  treated,  as  compared  with 
52  in  1914  and  113  in  1913. 

Leprosy. — 25  cases  came  under  observation,  of  which  8  were  of  the 
nodular  and  17  of  the  anaesthetic  type.  In  1914  there  were  38  cases,  18  of 
the  nodular  and  20  of  the  anaesthetic  type. 

Measles. — There  was  a  further  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases,  15  cases 
being  treated,  as  compared  with  54  cases  and  1  death  in  1914. 

The  Native  returns  show  a  decrease  from  256  deaths  in  1914  to  207  last 
year. 

Undulant  Fever. — No  cases  were  returned  under  this  head,  as  compared 
with  23  in  1914,  but  7  cases  with  1  death  were  returned  under  the  native 
name  “  muhinyo.” 

Native  returns  show  1,661  deaths  from  muhinyo,  as  compared  with  1,809 
in  1914. 


Plague. — 5  cases  came  under  treatment,  all  of  which  proved  fatal.  In 
1914  there  were  36  cases  with  18  deaths.

Vaccinations. — 128,689  vaccinations  were  performed,  as  compared  with 
13,687  in  1914. 
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A  table  showing  the  number  vaccinated  and  percentage  results  is  given 
under  Section  3. 

A  large  increase  in  expenditure  for  vaccine  was  necessary  in  order  to 
protect  troops  and  military  porters. 

Syphilis. — The  special  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  were 
closed  at  the  outbreak  of  war. 

At  the  general  hospitals  4,488  cases  were  treated,  as  compared  with 
4,798  in  1914.

Tuberculosis. — There  were  11  cases  with  3  deaths,  as  compared  with 
21  cases  and  3  deaths  in  1914. 

Yaws. — 486  cases  were  returned  under  this  head,  as  against  330  in  1914. 

(3)  Helminthic  Diseases. 

There  were  112  cases  recorded  under  Cestoda  and  314  under  Nematoda, 
as  compared  with  151  and  1,751  last  year. 

107  of  the  Cestoda  cases  were  returned  as  Tcenia  Solium. 

Of  the  Nematoda,  167  were  returned  as  Dracunculus  and  136  as  Ascaris, 

(b)  EUROPEAN  OFFICIALS. 

There  were  599  cases  of  sickness  treated  with  no  deaths.  Of  these  472 
were  placed  off  duty. 

In  1914  there  were  582  cases  treated  with  3  deaths,  381  of  the  cases 
being  placed  off  duty. 

Of  the  total  admissions,  126  were  due  to  malaria,  3  to  black  water  fever, 
5  to  enteric  fever,  139  to  diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  35  to  diseases  of 
the  respiratory  system,  and  61  to  injuries.

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Three  European  officials  were  invalided  from  the  Protectorate  during  the 
year,  the  causes  of  invaliding  being  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  ischiorectal 
abscess  and  gastric  ulcer. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  officials  were  invalided  from  Nimule  and 
British  East  Africa  for  stone  in  the  kidney  and  neurasthenia  respectively. 
One  other  official  who  developed  mania  on  the  voyage  to  the  Protectorate 
was  detained  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  Nairobi,  for  some  months  and  afterwards 
invalided.

(c)  NATIVE  OFFICIALS,  INCLUDING-  ASIATICS. 

There  were  1,118  cases  treated  with  9  deaths,  as  compared  with  1,141 
with  4  deaths  in  1914. 
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Of  the  total  admissions,  1,070  were  placed  off  duty  and  the  remainder 
continued  to  do  duty  while  under  treatment. 

The  chief  causes  of  admission  were  :  malaria,  491  cases  ;  black  water 
fever,  16  cases ;  diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  154  cases  ;  and  diseases  of 
the  respiratory  system,  37  cases. 

Two  Asiatic  officials  were  invalided  during  the  year,  the  causes  of 
invaliding  being  neurasthenia  and  debility  respectively.

SECTION  III. 

SANITATION. 

(a)  GENERAL  REVIEW  OF  WORK  DONE. 

(1)  ADMINISTRATIVE. 

During  my  absence  on  leave,  i.e.,  till  the  end  of  July,  Dr.  J.  M.  Collyns 
acted  as  Medical  Sanitary  Officer. 

Visits  of  Inspection. — Routine  visits  to  all  stations  in  the  Protectorate 
could  not  be  made  owing  to  the  serious  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  Buganda, 
though  Kampala,  Jinja,  Masaka  and  Masindi  were  all  visited,  some  of  them 
frequently,  and  a  tour  made  over  most  of  the  Eastern  Province. 

The  services  of  the  European  Sanitary  Inspector  have  continued  to  be 
beneficial  to  the  general  sanitation  of  Kampala. 

Town  Planning. — A  board  was  convened  to  consider  the  re-siting  of 
Butiaba  station,  as  the  European  officials’  houses  are  at  present  situated  in 
close  proximity  to  a  swamp,  the  draining  of  which  has  been  found,  according 
to  more  recent  estimates,  to  be  impracticable  owing  to  cost.  A  new  site  was 
chosen  in  a  healthier  spot.

A  survey  has  been  made  for  a  permanent  station  at  Lira,  the  headquarters 
of  the  administration  in  the  Lango  country. 

Laws  Passed,  &c. 

1.  A  Vaccination  Ordinance,  which  provides  for  the  compulsory 
vaccination  of  all  persons  in  the  Protectorate. 

2.  A  Native  Law,  enacted  by  the  Kabaka  and  the  Native  Parliament, 
which  provides  for  the  compulsory  notification  of  all  cases  and  deaths  from 
smallpox  and  the  co-operation  of  chiefs  and  other  natives  in  the  carrying  out 
of  vaccination  and  other  measures  for  the  suppression  of  smallpox. 

The  Local  Sanitary  Boards  have  continued  to  fulfil  their  duties  in  the 
interests  of  public  health  as  in  previous  years.  A  revised  set  of  township 
rules,  which  have  been  carefully  discussed  during  the  year,  will  be  published 
in  1916. 

(2)  PREVENTIVE  MEASURES. 

Mosquito  and  Insect-borne  Diseases. 

Malaria. 

1.  Petty  Anti-Malarial  Measures. 

(a)  In  all  townships  “  Anti-Malarial  Gangs  ”  have,  as  in  previous  years, 
been  employed  for  the  reduction  of  minor  mosquito  breeding  places. 

(i b )  The  areas  cleared  and  planted  with  short  grass  have  been  kept  in 
order  and  in  some  places  extended. 


2.  Major  Anti-Malarial  Measures — Swamp  Drainage. 

The  drainage  of  the  swamps  at  Entebbe,  Masindi,  Hoima,  Fort  Portal 
and  Mbale  has  been  maintained  ;  that  at  the  last  mentioned  place  shows 
exceptionally  good  results. 

Further  works  of  a  similar  nature  have  been  begun  at  Lira,  Gulu, 
Kitgum  and  Soroti. 


Owing  to  the  arrangements  made  with  the  Public  Works  and  Agricultural 
Departments  for  a  more  regular  supply  of  labour,  far  more  work  has  been 
done  than  formerly  on  the  Nakivubo  Swamp  at  Kampala,  so  that  further 
large  areas  have  been  drained,  cleared  and  planted. 

6.  Quinine  Prophylaxis. 

The  amount  of  quinine  issued  to  Government  Dispensaries,  of  which  a 
large  proportion  was  used  prophylactically,  was  68,445  capsules,  tablets  and 
tabloids  of  five  grains  and  216  lbs.  5  ozs.  of  powder. 


4.  Mosquito  Protection  of  Quarters  has  been  increased  with  regard  to 
official  residences. 


(b)  Trypanosomiasis. 


The  number  of  cases  and  deaths  this  year  dwindled  to  an  almost 
negligible  figure. 


The  clearings  made  to  exclude  the  tsetse  fly  from  ferries  and  ports  along 
the  various  waterways  have  been  kept  up. 

Those  at  the  Waki  River  and  Namasagali  have  been  extended,  and 
several  river  crossings  have  been  cleared  of  fly-infested  jungle  in  Acholi 
country  and  West  Nile  District  in  the  Northern  Province. 
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(c)  Spirillum  Fever. 

Several  huts  were  found  to  be  tick-infested  in  the  Police  Lines,  Kampala, 
but,  through  financial  reasons,  only  a  portion  of  these  could  be  burnt.  Very 
few  cases  of  spirillum  fever  occurred  in  the  lines. 

There  was  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  recorded  in 
the  general  dispensary  returns. 

(d)  Yellow  Fever. 

No  case  recorded.  The  breeding  places  of  the  stegomyia  mosquito,  which 
is  common,  receives  the  attention  of  the  anti-malarial  gangs. 

(e)  Filariasis. 

Nothing  worthy  of  note  has  been  recorded. 

Epidemic  Diseases. 

General. 

1.  An  isolation  camp  and  a  segregation  camp  consisting  of  barbed  wire 
enclosures  were  erected  at  Mbale  and  Kampala.  The  isolation  camp  at  Jinja 
w?as  provided  with  isolation  wards. 

2.  A  circular  was  issued  to  the  managers  and  owmers  of  estates  requesting 
their  co-operation  in  the  matter  of  notification  of  infectious  diseases  and  the 
isolation  of  cases,  &c. 

3.  Communicable  diseases  of  the  intestine.  —  Preventive  measures 
against  communicable  diseases  of  the  intestine  are  mostly  included  in  the 
routine  arrangements  for  sewage  and  rubbish  disposal,  and  the  protection  of 
wrater  supplies  in  townships. 

Smallpox. 

The  epidemic,  which  at  the  end  of  1914  had  invaded  Bukeddi  and  Teso 
from  Busoga,  spread  very  rapidly  over  a  wide  area,  it  became  most  serious 
in  the  Pallisa  district  of  Bukeddi  and  in  the  Bugishu  Hills.  In  Teso  it  was 
most  severe  round  Ngora  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  but  has  now 
practically  died  out  in  that  country.  In  Busoga  the  epidemic  continued,  but 
with  less  severity  than  in  1914,  wdth  a  fairly  even  distribution  both  as  to 
locality  and  monthly  incidence. 

Buganda,  where  a  few  scattered  cases  occurred  in  the  first  three  months, 
subsequently  was  attacked  by  the  disease  in  epidemic  form,  chiefly  in  the 
districts  bordering  on  the  Victoria  Nyanza  in  the  vicinity  of  Kampala  and 
Entebbe. 

Buddu,  the  most  southern  county,  was,  fortunately,  almost  untouched, 
thus  forming  a  barrier  between  the  epidemic  area  and  the  troops  at  the  front. 
Prompt  isolation  of  the  few7  cases  imported  into  Buddu  effectually  stopped 
further  trouble. 

Vaccination. 

Vaccination  has  been  carried  out  on  a  scale  far  in  excess  of  that  in 
previous  years,  large  supplies  of  lymph  being  purchased  from  the  Nairobi 
Laboratory,  as  well  as  from  the  Lister  Institute.  The  bacteriologist,  having 
been  detailed  for  military  duty,  could  not  be  employed  in  making  our  own 
lymph,  otherwise  far  more  w7ould  have  been  done  at  less  cost. 

The  native  plague  and  smallpox  inspectors  employed  to  report  cases  and 
see  that  the  regulations  for  the  isolation  of  cases,  hut  burning,  &c.,  are  carried 
out,  have  also  been  employed  in  vaccinating  contacts,  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
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the  general  population.  The  institution  of  the  Vaccination  Ordinance  and  the 
Native  Law  for  the  Prevention  of  Smallpox  have  given  further  legal  support 
to  these  measures  (especially  in  Buganda). 

Some  opposition  has  been  exercised  by  a  new  native  Christian  sect  of 
religion,  one  of  whose  doctrines  is  to  class  the  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery  with  that  of  witchcraft,  but  in  spite  of  this  a  large  proportion  of  the 
native  population  was  vaccinated  in  the  Buganda  epidemic  area,  where  che 
sect  includes  among  its  followers  some  influential  chiefs. 

Though  the  epidemic  was  more  severe  in  the  Eastern  Province,  the 
importance  of  keeping  smallpox  away  from  the  troops  on  the  Southern  frontier 
necessitated  the  bulk  of  the  lymph  being  expended  in  Buganda. 

For  the  same  reason,  all  roads  crossing  the  Katonga  River  were  rigidly 
closed  except  for  persons  holding  special  passes,  and  all  passengers  on  lake 
steamers  and  all  troops  and  military  porters  were  vaccinated. 

As  a  result  of  these  precautions,  the  detailed  arrangement  of  which  was 
in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Collyns,  no  case  of  smallpox  occurred  among  the  troops 
at  the  front,  and  the  Buganda  epidemic  may  be  said  to  be  almost  stamped  out, 
though  sporadic  cases  are  still  reported. 

The  disease  is  still  prevalent  in  the  Bugishu  Hills  and,  to  a  less  extent,  in 
the  remainder  of  Bukeddi  and  Busoga. 

The  attached  table  of  vaccinations  shows  a  fairly  high  percentage  of 
successful  results,  but  smallpox  has  attacked  several  persons  who  had  been 
recently  vaccinated  and  had  shown  apparently  characteristic  lesions  of  vaccinia. 
That  a  few  cases  of  smallpox  have  been  recorded  in  persons  who  were  heavily 
pock-marked  by  a  former  attack  points  to  the  particularly  potent  strain  of 
virus  responsible  for  this  epidemic,  and  this  may  account  for  the  failure  of  the 
lymph  to  confer  immunity. 

Besides  the  vaccinations  recorded,  several  thousand  people  were  vaccinated 
by  missionaries  and  others  who  have  rendered  no  returns.

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There  was  a  satisfactory  fall  in  the  death  return  in  the  Teso  and  Bukeddi 
Districts ;  that  for  the  latter  would  have  been  much  less  but  for  an  outbreak 
in  a  formerly  unaffected  part  of  the  Bugishu  Hills. 

The  spread  of  the  disease  to  fresh  ground  in  Northern  Lango,  or  rather 
the  detection  by  the  native  inspectors  of  further  endemic  centres  in  places 
hitherto  unreported,  has  helped  to  swell  the  total  of  deaths. 

That,  over  the  whole  thickly  populated  endemic  area  the  number  of  cases 
per  month  has  rarely  reached  double  figures  in  any  centre,  indicates  that  the 
work  done  by  the  native  inspectors  in  reporting  and  isolating  cases,  hut 
burning,  &c.,  prevents,  to  a  great  extent,  these  scattered  outbreaks  from 
becoming  diffuse. 

No  case  occurred  at  Jinja  where  the  disease  was  epidemic  in  1914. 
Inoculation  of  the  general  population  with  Haffkine’s  serum  in  the  endemic 
area  was  done  only  in  the  Kumam  district  of  Lango.  Elsewhere,  beside  a  few 
hundreds  performed  in  Mbale  and  Soroti  stations,  inoculation  was  confined  to 
military  porters  on  leaving  the  endemic  area. 

Rewards  for  rats  brought  in  were  paid  out  in  the  Lango  District  to  the 
amount  of  Rs.  2,780/45  ;  elsewhere  little  was  done  in  this  direction. 

Dysentery. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  Dispensary  Returns,  but  the  disease  was 
prevalent  in  the  Northern  Province,  and  was  reported  by  the  District  Medical 
Officer,  Bunyoro,  to  be  epidemic  in  June,  July  and  August  in  the  Chopi 
country.  The  District  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  A.  C.  Rendle,  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  disease  was  introduced  by  returning  military  porters  from  the  East 
Africa  Protectorate. 


Enteric  Fever. 

There  was  an  increased  number  of  cases  with  a  scattered  distribution 
through  the  Protectorate.  A  special  report  has  been  submitted  dealing  with 
the  possible  source  of  infection,  which  was  obscure  owing  to  the  absence  of 
any  apparent  connection  between  the  cases,  nor  could  any  blame  be  attached, 
as  was  the  case  in  1914,  to  the  drinking  water  arrangements  on  the  Lake 
steamers,  which,  moreover,  have  this  year  been  considerably  improved. 

Seventy-one  persons  were  inoculated  against  enteric,  and  none  of  these 
contracted  the  disease. 

Leprosy. 

No  further  steps  towards  the  segregation  of  lepers  were  possible. 

Helminthic  Diseases. 

The  investigation  into  the  prevalence  of  Ankylostoma  has  again  been 
postponed,  and  nothing  noteworthy  has  been  reported  in  connection  with  this 
and  other  helminthic  diseases. 

(3)  GENERAL  MEASURES. 

Sewage  Disposal. — No  change  of  any  importance  has  been  made  in  the 
routine  method  of  collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil. 

Rubbish  Collection  and  Disposal. — A  few  masonry  receptacles  for  street 
rubbish  in  Kampala  and  an  experimental  pit  incinerator  lined  with  stones 
have  proved  satisfactory. 
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Public  Latrines. — New  public  latrine  accommodation  has  been  provided 
for  Entebbe,  Jinja  and  Kampala,  ride  Form  XIV. 

Water  Supply. — Funds  were  provided  for  protecting  the  waterholes  with 
masonry  at  Lira  and  Soroti,  but  these  were  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Elsewhere  no  change  was  effected. 

Buildings.  —  Prisons.  —  At  Mbale,  cell  accommodation  with  a  cubic 
capacity  of  approximately  13,500  cubic  feet  has  been  added.  Cell  accommo¬ 
dation  at  the  Central  Gaol,  Kampala,  has  been  increased  by  19,200  cubic  feet. 
An  underground  rainwater  tank,  with  a  capacity  of  30,000  gallons,  has  also 
been  added  to  the  Central  Gaol. 

Drainage. — Further  additions  were  made  to  the  masonry  drains  in 
Kampala  and  Entebbe. 

Measures  for  the  propagation  of  knowledge  of  Hygiene  were  carried  on 
as  in  last  year. 

f)  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  FUTURE  WORK. 

With  the  existent  shortage  of  funds  owing  to  the  war,  it  would  be 
invidious  and,  at  the  same  time,  futile  to  urge  any  increase  of  staff  or  other 
improvements  of  importance  (such  as  pipe-water  supplies,  drainage  systems), 
which  are  needed  for  municipal  sanitation,  until  the  financial  situation  is 
relieved. 

One  can  only  recommend  that  the  existing  measures  shall  be  continued 
as  far  as  the  funds  will  permit,  and  in  particular  that  the  work  already  done 
in  the  reclamation  of  swamps  shall  not  be  wasted  for  want  of  adequate 
maintenance. 

One  may  expect  that,  immediately  on  the  conclusion  of  the  war  in  East 
Africa,  the  services  of  the  bacteriologist  will  be  available  for  the  making  of 
vaccine  lymph,  so  that,  with  an  unlimited  supply,  an  attempt  may  be  made 
towards  the  universal  vaccination,  not  only  of  the  people  in  the  districts  where 
smallpox  has  been,  or  is,  prevalent,  but  also  in  those  not  yet  invaded. 

The  importance  of  dealing  with  the  latter  lies  in  the  fact  that,  judging 
by  the  rarity  of  pockmarked  people  seen  in  many  outlying  districts,  these 
have  not  been  attacked  by  epidemic  smallpox  for  generations,  so  that  the 
dissemination  of  the  disease  in  such  virgin  soil  would  have  most  disastrous 
results.

SECTION  V. 


HOSPITALS  AND  DISPENSARIES. 
Accommodation. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  in  the  Protectorate  was  as  follows  : — 


Europeans. — There  were  two  Government  Hospitals  for  Europeans,  one 
at  Entebbe  and  one  at  Jinja.  The  Entebbe  Hospital  has  four  single -bed 
wards  and  one  two-bed  ward.  At  Jinja  there  is  one  single-bed  and  one 
three-bed  ward,  giving  a  total  accommodation  in  the  Protectorate  of  ten  beds. 

Asiatics. — There  was  one  Asiatic  Hospital  at  Entebbe  with  three  beds. 
Apart  from  this,  patients  are  treated  in  their  own  homes  or  in  the  Native 
Hospitals.

At  all  the  principal  stations  a  Dispensary  is  attached  to  the  Hospital. 
Dispensaries,  with  buildings  of  a  temporary  nature,  were  at  the  following 
stations  :  Butiaba,  Gulu,  Kitgum,  Soroti  and  Lira.  There  was  also  a  Field 
Dispensary  at  Arua  in  the  West  Nile  District. 

In  addition  to  the  general  hospitals  and  dispensaries  there  is  a  Sleeping 
Sickness  Camp  at  Kyetume  and  two  special  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases  at  Kampala  and  Masaka  respectively. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Hospitals  were  closed  down  owing  to  the  Medical 
Officers  engaged  on  this  work  being  on  military  duty.  There  were  also 
Isolation  Camps  at  Kampala,  Jinja  and  Mbale. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  at  the  general  hospitals  and  dispen¬ 
saries  was  77,467  with  206  deaths,  as  compared  with  90,730  with  278  deaths 
in  1914.  There  was  a  decrease  of  over  15,000  in  the  number  of  cases  treated 
at  Fort  Portal,  owing  to  there  being  no  Medical  Officer  or  Assistant  posted 
there  after  the  first  three  months  of  the  year. 
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Of  the  total  number  treated  in  1915,  2,279  with  203  deaths  were 
in-patients  and  75,188  with  75  deaths  were  out-patients. 

In  addition  to  the  above  total,  3,691  King’s  African  Rifles  were  treated 
at  Bombo  and  216  at  Entebbe.  There  were  also  307  cases  treated  at  the 
Moroto  Field  Dispensary  and  904  cases  with  12  deaths  at  the  Kampala  Gaol. 

There  was  only  one  admission  to  the  Sleeping  Sickness  Camp  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  cases  remaining  in  camp  at  the  end  of  last  year  was 
132,  deaths  during  the  year  11,  discharged  32,  remaining  at  the  end  of  this 
year  89.
